His Imperial Majefty being 
informed, that céztain Perfons go about this Kingdom, to pick up and inlift tall 
Men for ihe Service of a certain Prince ; the former Placaerts, forbidding the En- 
tolling any of his Imperial Majefly’s Subje&s for Foreign Powers, have been re- 
newed; fetting forrh, That the Natives who take Service under any Foreiga 
Prince, fhall forfeit their Rights of Inheritance, and be deprived of all Affiftance 
from their Relations. ne iy te 

Vienna, Oétober 30, The Czar does not-only intend to grant the Eaft India Com- 
pany io the Auftrian Nethetiands, great Advantages with relation to the Ruffian 
Trade in China, but allo to féttle the Succeffion on his Grandfon the Czarowitz, 
and to fend him to Vienna. In confideration of which, the Czar hopes, that his 
Imperial Majcfty will at laft acknowledge him Emperor of Great Ruflia. 

London, Nov. 9. The Matquis de’ Prie has forbid the Payment of the soooco 
Florins due tothe States, or any other Arrears they have demanded, Whereu- 
pdp the States have ordered all rheir Troops'which gartifon the Aultrian Towns 
to be upon their Guard, e¢fpecially thofe at Namur, ‘as being their neareft and 
moft important Frontier. 

Lat Tuefday a Hackney-coach-man was committed to Newgate by the Com- 
miffioners for licenfing Hackney Coaches and Chairs, till he pays the Fine im- 
pofed on him for demanding more than his Fare.

Vienna, Ottobiy 30. The Emperor: perfifts in his Refolution to have the Reli- 
gious Grievances in the Empire adjulted by a Commiffion. Prince Eugene is 
returned from Prague. 

Prague, October 27. Our Refident at the Ottoman Porte writes, That neither 

‘ Malta nor Italy have any Thing to apprehend at prefent from the Turks, the 
Porte being entirely taken up with the Thoughts of getting fome confiderable 
Part of Perfia, during the Diverfions and Troubles of that Kingdom.

This Court goes into Mourning the 14 Inftanc for the Death of the Great Duke 
of Tufcany, which happened at Florence the 31ft palt, in the 82d Year of his Age. 

The Bifhop of Aite died the 7:h Inftant, in the 66th Year ofhis Age. 

Gobre, Nov. 9. This Morning the Duke and Datchefs of Blankenburg arrived 
here. The King of Pruffia is expe&ed here next Wednefday. 

London, Nov. 7. There is lately imported from Barbary, in the Wiltfhire Gal- 
ley, «asa Prefentto Mr. Adams, a Metchanc, an Offrich, alive, of a prodigious 
Size, being 8 Foot high from Headto Foot, and weighing 250 Pound. Its
